Horses should be clipped at least 
once and sometimes twice a year. It

the spring, and sometimés in the fall, 

but when the horses are clipped in the 
fall, they should be protected by a 
blanket or other covering if allowed 
to stand in the open air any length of 
time, especially if they have been do- 
ing work, Clipping seems to put new 
life into the horse, as it relieves him. 
of the extra coat and readily permits 
the cleaning brush to.do its work prop.. 
erly. so that the pores ‘are open and 
free at all times to rid the animal 
of waste matter, for which the nat- 
ural outlet is through the akin pores.
